At Talcahuana we shipped 28 Span- 
1ards, or “hombres/* as we called 
them, to work the cargo. This doubled 
ply work, and I prayed that I would 
die. It was nothing hut misery to me. 
I must huve peeled eleven million bar­ 
rels of spuds; in fact, I never turned 
in before six bells at night, and had 
to turn out at six bells in the morning. 
After touching at Id ports on the 
west coast, diseharging our cargo, we 
left for a little island called Lohas, 
where we were to take on a cargo of 
guano. 
Whi * working this cargo it 
was misery f< 
everyone on board; the 
strong aniliid a from the guano made 
our eyes red * d watery, and we could 
only breathe by wrapping big handker­ 
chiefs around our noses and mouths. 
Tile wind was constantly blowing, and 
guano was even in our food. 
Then, coming back, we touched at 
Valparaiso, Chile. To me death seemed 
easier than the homeward-bound voy­ 
age, so one night Hill ajnl I slid down 
the anchor chain and swam to a “bum­ 
boat” lying near us. 
We gave the 
Chileno $4 to row us ashore, 
lie did 
so. 
dripping wet we crawled up onto 
the stone quay aud made tracks for 
the town. We found that the dock was 
enclosed by a tail iron fence. 
At the 
gate were two customs officers, who 
immediately put us under arrest. Bill 
and I had $-0 iii gold between us, 
and, as is usual iii South America, it 
was a simple m atter to bribe the cus­ 
toms officials to let us through. 
This 
cost us half of fair fortune, but. we did 
not care. Freedom was worth all of it. 
We were well into the town and feel­ 
ing secure when we were held up by 
a Chilean gendarme, who looked like 
a walking arse nal. 
This cost us $2 
more for our freedom. 
He left us iii 
a hurry and went around the block. 
We had walked about five minutes 
when, bang! another g Marine. This 
cost us $4. After leaving him we were 
more cautious, hiding our remaining 
money iii my shoe. 
Again we were 
arrested. 
We said we had no money 
and were haled into the 
the 
“commandante 
of police.” 
Ile 
had one hundred 
and 
seventy-eight 
medals on his chest and four thou­ 
sand yards of gold braid on his collar 
and cuffs. 
Ile had us searched, but 
did net find the money. 
Very much 
disappointed, iii broken English he in­ 
formed us that our ship was to sail 
at four o’clock the next morning, and 
that if la* found us in Valparaiso we 
would he sent to the mines. 
Shivering and trembling we wended 
our way back to the dock and hunted 
around for a boatman. 
Bribing him 
with our remaining money lie at last 
brought us alongside, just before the 
gangplank 
was 
lifted. 
T h e 
black 
smoke was pouring from the single 
funnel of the Cushko. Then we went 
before the captain, and he “logged” us 
ten pounds ($o0 ) each. 
On 
our homeward-bound 
passage 
we went around the Horn and ran 
into a gale. 
The bos’n mutinied. Old 
“One-eyed Gibson” came behind him 
and laid him low with a marlinspike. j 
Then, carrying 
him 
amidships, 
he 
chained him to the iron steps leading 
to the bridge. 
He remained this way 
for a day and a half, exposed to cold 
and Icy 
wind. 
Strict 
orders 
were 
passed through the ship T hat no one 
was to approach him. 
That night, 
under cover of darkness, Bill and I 
sneaked him a steaming pot of stew, 
and some hot coffee. 
If he had lived. 
we would, through this one action, 
have gained a true friend for life. 
From exposure he contracted pneu­ 
monia and died. 
He was buried at 
sea. 
The carpenter sewed Iii in in a 
sack, and ty’ng an old iron wheel to 
his feet. placed him on a plank, and 
while the captain read a rough burial 
service the plank was tilted, and the 
body of the bos’n went down to rest 
in Davy Jones* locker. 
Tho first port we touched at, the 
consul’s flag was hoisted at the fore­ 
mast, and a bleary-eyed, half-drunken 
little old man came on board and was 
closeted with the captain for about an 
hour. 
When he came out he was 
staggering, and his eyes, if possible, 
were more bleary. The captain lined 
the crew up, and the consul, in a 
thick ami stuttering voice, asked the 
crew if the bos’n had died from natu­ 
ral causes. 
Ninety per eent of the 
men could not understand what he 
said, and a silence prevailed. 
At sea 
silence means consent. 
I hutted in 
and said “No.” 
I was standing next 
to the irate. 
T felt that gorilla-like 
hand of his pinching the back of my 
neck, and I nearly fainted. 
Then tile 
consul went over the side into his 
boat, and was soon pulling f.-r the 
shore. 
We lift* d anchor and the port 
was left behind. 
Half way up the coast we r nn out 
of fresh water, and had to drink con­ 
densed w ater from an old squeaky 
condensing engine. 
It was brackish 
g. 
I would have sold my 


one of 
a Fchem< 
bird foil 
up and took 
v.as in a dying condition. 
I told Bill 
that that night, about ton o’clock 
I 
would go a ft on tim poop deck with 
the pelican’s skin down my hack, and, 
with my face smeared with black, 
would do a mystic dance. 
Ho was to 
take Monday uitffTiide behind tho ven­ 
tilator, and while I was doing my war 
dance, he would explain to Monday 
that I was in communication with rnv 
father, the great American medicine 
man. 
He did this and it made quite 
a hit. 
The next 
morning 
Monday 
came to me, and, bowing low, request­ 
ed a token, as he called it; a message 
from my father. 
I promised to give 
him one, but we were sure up against 
it. 
Then I thought of the litilo black 
bird In my glory hole, and the solution 
was at hand. 
I very solemnly inform­ 
ed Monday that at eight o’clock that 
night my father would send a message 
to me in the form of a little land bird. 
All day Monday kept away from me, 
adoration and awe in his eyes. 
Bill 
and I immediately repaired 
to 
the 
glory hole, and certainly took tender 
I care cif that bird, praying that it 
would live until eight o’clock. 
About 
ten minutes to eight I put on my 
feathers and sneaked aft with the lit­ 
tle bird, placed it on the steering gear, 
and commenced my mystic dance. 
I 
chanted a little song: 
“Oh. father, 
greatest of medicine men, a token is 
desired for the esteemed friend of 
your son. 
Oh, father, send me this 
token.” 
Then, with a 
few 
mystic 
grunts, I beseeched Bill and Monday 
to come and receive the token. 
Mon­ 
day came trembling aft and I pointed 
, to the little black bird 
which was 
weakly gasping its last. but it saved 
the day for us. How we honored and 
respected that little bunch of Mack 
feathers. 
Curious to see what Mon­ 
day would do, we left him. Ile sat by 
the bird for over an hour, chanting in 
that weird, sing-song patois of 
the 
British West Indies. 
From that time 
on Monday was our slave. 
Two days before reaching St. Lucia, 
the captain sent for us, and said that 
he knew that Bill and I had stowed 
away Monday. 
We, like a couple of 
fish, fell for this and admitted 
it, 
whereupon 
tile 
captain 
coolly 
in­ 
formed us that we had forfeited all 
pay and allowances due us for the en­ 
tire voyage. 
The joke of it was that 
under the board of trade laws, tile 
Cushko had to go two hundred milos 
out of her way to get to St. Lucia and 
put Monday ashore. 
We dressed him in a long pair of 
1 white pants; the carpenter gave him 
a red v e s t; Bill placed a derby hat 
presence of t on his head and he went ashore in a 
small boat. 
When the boat returned 
we lifted anchor, and as St. Lucia 
again faded into the distance we could 
see si solitary little figure on the d<>-k 
waving his white pants around his 
head. 
Ile had removed them up >n 
reaching port. 
We felt a pang of re­ 
gret as he faded out of sight. 
After nu uneventful trip we went 
Into quarantine in New York harbor. 
At the •first sight of the statue of 
liberty J. rush of independence ami 
patriotism surged through rue. and I 
sat down on the hatchway and abso­ 
lutely refused to work. 
The captain 
threatened to put me iii double irons. 
I told him to go to.hell, and do it; 
that I was a free American iii a free 
American port, and I claimed the pro­ 
tection of tile Stars and Stripes, and 
in accordance with my rights as a sail­ 
or, I demanded the consul’s flag to be 
hoisted at tin* foremast. 
Tile captain 
gave me a hard look but wilted. 
The next afternoon at eight hells I 
landed In New York, free again. 
I 
was dressed In a pair of blue overalls 
barefooted, a Panama hat on my head. 
Mack as a negro from sunburn, a r<*d 
handkerchief 
around 
my neck, and 
wearing a white negligee shirt. 
On 
my left shoulder I hail a small mon­ 
key. and in my right hand a wooden 
cage with a parrot in it. In my f locket 
was $8.40 In silver, hut I did not care. 
T was again on terra firma with the 
Stars and Stripes floating above me. 
I received a wonderful welcome at 
home, and was of the opinion that the 
hardships of my cruise were well 
worth enduring, in view of tile recep­ 
tion I was receiving. 
But of course all wonders die out 
in nine days, and mine sizzled out like 
a wet firecracker on the Fourth of 
July, and it was up to me to get busy 
ami find something to do. 
Thus ended my first real adventure. 


I had a great desire to get into the mix­ 
up. How could I get over? I planned 
out many ways, but none of them 
were practical. 
One day while walking down Green* 
wieh street, New York, I passed an 
employment agency. 
Staring me in 
tile face was a great flaring sign, 
“Horses 
for 
France.” 
Under 
this 
“Men Wanted.” Here was my chance. 
Upon returning to my office T Imme­ 
diately got In touch over the telephone 
with two prominent men in New York 
whom I knew to be distinctly pro-ally. 
After outlining my desire, an appoint­ 
ment was made for me to meet a cer­ 
tain gentleman at the Hotel Astor at 
four o’clock that afternoon. 
I met 
him. 
Ile introduced me to a French­ 
man. 
At that time in my eyes a 
Frenchman was a hero, a man to ho 
looked up to, a man lighting in tho 
Great Cause. 
But now a Frenchman 
to me is more than a hero. 
After 
being introduced I went up into the 
Frenchman's room and talked over 
the matter of horses for France for 
about twenty minutes. 
Upon leaving tho Frenchman I was 
told to report to him iii rec clays later, 
at the same time and place. 
I left, 
bubbling over with enthusiasm aud 
anticipation. 
Luring this interval of three days I 
mapped out a story of my life* to im*- 
sent to Iii iii upon our second interview, 
i la* eventful day at last came, and 
once more I was closeted with him. 
I 
started to tell him my story. 
He 
interrupted me by *wa\ing his right 
hand to the right and left. 
It re­ 
minded me of the butts on a target 
range during rilit* practice, when the 
man marking the target wigwags a 
miss to tile tiring line. My heart sank. 
Then he spoke, and I 
was carried 
from 
despondency 
to 
the 
greatest 
height of expectation. 
His words: 
“Pardon 
me. 
monsieur, 
I 
already 
know your life,” and in an amazingly 
short lime he told me more than I 
know about myself. 
I had been care­ 
fully investigated. 
My instructions received from him 
are confidential, so I will not go into 
them. 
Anyway, lie handed me an en­ 
velope and told me to fellow out care­ 
fully all details as contained therein. 
I immediately went hack to my of­ 
fice, opened the envelope and on a 
typewritten sheet I rend: 
“Report at 
Goldsmith’s Employment agency. No. 
Greenwich street. 
Ship as an 
ordinary horseman and during voyage 
carefully follow the verbal 
instruc­ 
tions received by you during our in­ 
terview, making careful note of all de­ 
tails immediately after happening. Be 
cautious in doing this. 
Upon landing 


in Franco report to the prefecture of 
police, Bordeaux, and to the letter 
obey his instructions. 
Good luck." 
I went home and put on my oldest 
clothes—an old Mack suit, olive drab 
shirt, a pair of heavy army shoes and 
a woolen cap. I had let my beard glow 
and certainly looked rough.
